DISCUSSION 

According to the Chinese Office Action issued on 10 November 2006, corresponding to 
Chinese Patent Application No. 20041 0030092.4, Chang, etaL, CN'459 discloses that systems and 
methods for providing intelligent wireless access systems are presented. A microcell cellular 
architecture is provided in which a digital switch and controller are provided in conjunction with a 
number of intelligent radio ports. Each of the intelligent radio ports provides at least one voice 
channel to both the microcell and to the traditional wireless macrocell. Calls placed within the 
microcell, however, do not access the traditional public macrocell. This architecture enables the 
microcell to be easily integrated into an existing wire-based system such that calls placed to the 
wire-based system are simultaneously forwarded to a cell phone (thereby ringing at both phones 
using a single phone number). If the call is answered by the cell phone within the confines of the 
microcell (i.e., via an intelligent radio port rather than a conventional wireless base station), the call 
is handled as a wire-based call and the type of phone used to answer the call is transparent to the 
caller. 

According to the Japanese Office Action issued on 20 February 2007, corresponding the 
Japanese Patent Application No. 2004-071695, Shintani, et aL, JP'003 relates that in addition to 
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the extension number of a telephone set terminal 3, an extension number for re-answering a call 
parked and held in a switching device 1 , i.e., the extension number of another telephone set terminal 
3 or a virtual extension number is set; when a flexible button is pressed, the free state of the 
extension number is checked and when the extension number is free, the park-held call is 
re-answered, but when not, the part-held call is re- answered with the set extension number of the 
another telephone set terminal 3 or the virtual extension number. 

Mitsuo, JP'812 relates that a wired port physical number is registered in relation to a radio 
port physical number and wired telephone sets 006a, 006b,... and radio telephone sets 008a, 008b,... 
which are different extensions usually are dealt with as if they were master-slave telephone sets. 
Thus, when two sets of the radio and wired telephone sets are used by one person, a transfer of a call 
from a wired telephone set to a radio telephone set is attained and when the wired telephone sets 
006a, 006b,... are located on desk and the radio telephone sets 008a, 008b,..., are carried, the radio 
telephone sets 008a, 008b,... are carried up to a remote location. Furthermore, two telephone sets are 
used as if they were in parallel connection and a call between an external line and the radio telephone 
sets 008a, 008b,... is transferred to the wired telephone sets 006a, 006b,....
